Curtailment of service on five 
of the 13 bus linés operated by 
the.

day by a Chicago firm of consult- 
ing engineers as a means of end- 
ing. defici 
county bus ‘firm. 

The report, made to the St. 


i during the midday 
and evening periods on the five 
lines. which generally are long 
haul operations into the outlying 
sections the county. 

The lines are the Valley Park, 


„ Ellisville, Oakville, Creve Coeur 


and Overland routes. The report, 
made by LeLeuw, Cather & Co., 
predicts a saving of 316,528 miles 
a year could be made on these 
curtailments. On the transit com- 
pany’s stated cost per mile, the 
reduction would mean a saving 
of about $80,619, the report said. 

No curtailment would be recom- 
mended on the eight lines serv- 
ing more populous areas. The 
company reported that for the 12 
months ending Dec. 31, 1949, it 
lost. $53,172.

NEW TYPE ELECTRIC 
EYE IS CONTROLLED 
BY LIGHT BEAM 


NEW YORK, March 30 (AP)— 
Development of a new type “elec- 
tric eye,” much smaller and 
sturdier than present photo-elec- 
tric cells, was announced today 
by Bell Telephone Laboratories. 


Bell officials said the device, 
called the phototransistor, also 
might prove to Be cheaper in 
mass production. It is still in the 
experimental rage. 

The phototransistor, about the 
size of a .22 rifle cartridge, is 
controlled by light ins of by 
an electric current. Its heart is 
a disk of germanium, a semi-con- 
ductor material. A dimple is 
ground into one side of the disk 
so it is only about three-thou- 
sandths of an inch thick at that 
point. The tip of a fine wire 
rests in this dimple. A light 
focused on the opposite side of 
the disk can control the flow of 


A major advantage of the new 
device is that it delivers very 
high power for a photo-electric 
control—enough in some cases to 
operate a switch directly without 
the preliminary amplification us- 
ually required.
